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STALINISM ON 
DECLINE 


Students. of political form 
and of the direction of the 
tides have been deeply im- 
pressed by the outcome of 
trial by armed force in Korea. 
There is another arena of no 
less significance which should 
not be lost sight of in the na- 
tural concentration ‘on the 
drama in Korea: In the 
various elections in free 
Europe recently, the Com- 
munists have had setbacks as 
consistent as the defeat of 
aggression in Korea was com- 
plete. Clearly Kremlinism 
as we have known it is. not 
the wave of’ the future, no 
matter how many breakers 
may crash on the beach of our 
time. 

The Swedish municipal elec- 
tions which are also indirect- 
ly elections for the Upper 
House of Parliament, have 
brought a heavy reverse for 
the Communists. They polled 
only: five per cent of the votes 
—a third of their strength two 
years ago. As the well- known 
commentator Mr. W. N. Ewer 
points out, this ebb of Com- 
munist Parties is general 
throughout Western. Europe. 
Only in France and in Italy 
are they a serious political 
force, and ‘signs of coming 
decline .are .visible there as 
well, Pa 

In the Danish general elec- 
tion afew weeks ago the Com- 
munists went to the, electors 
as the only champions of peace 
and the only opponents of the 
“warmongers.” They secured 
six scats only, compared with 
18 in 1945. In Norway last 
November they lost every one 
of their eleven seats in the 
Storting. In the three Bel- 
gian elections 
dwindled from 23 seats in 
1946, to 14 in. 1949, and to 


‘seven in” 1950. The Dutch” 


municipal elections last year, 
and the provincial elections 
this year, show the same 
trend—a loss of some 27 per 
cent of their strength since 
the 1948 general election. In 
Britain, for the first time in 
30 years, there is not a single 
Communist in the House of 
Commons. . ae ee 

In. Western Germany pro- 
vincial elections were held in 
June in North Rhine-West- 
phalia, which includes the 
whole of the great industrial 
area of the Ruhr.’ The Ger- 
man Communist Party threw 
all its energies into.a specially 
intensive campaign, and 
cheerfully prophesied great 
gains. In the event it polled 
only 5.5 per cent of the votes 
as against 14 per cent ‘three 
years ago. Even in Ham- 
burg, once a “Red stronghold” 
the Communist vote was only 
seven per cent... ‘ 

The tide. everywhere, in 
fact, is running strongly 
against the Communists. They 
can no longer-hope even to be 
accepted. a3: partners, in any 
Coalition. , The -basic reason 
‘lg obvious—they have . been 
found. out.. ‘They have pro- 
fessed to, be, the champions of 
working-class unity.

who, in his carly days, had really 
had to rough it. 


Things were tough - 


Things had been really. tough 
for the old fellow, and it. was 
that way for us. The punishment 
he dished out to us was often 
drastic, but in his way the man 
who, as “Danny Wyatt,” had been 
acknowledged to be a fair: knuckle 
fighter, loved us, and we loved 
him. . 

His Saturday ho’penny meant a
